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Tardy at Court, 
Judge Shurley 
Fines Self $1 


Warrenton Jurist Refuses to 
Accept His Own Excuse 
for Being Late. 


“Ignorance of the law is no ex- 
cuse,” says an old adage, and 
Judge E. T. Shurley, of Warrenton, 
who is presiding in the criminal di- 
vision of Fulton superior court in 
the absence of Judge John D. Hum- 
phries, has amended the truism by 
adding words to the effect that 
there is no excuse for tardiness in 
court, 

All of which was proved by Judge 
Shurley Thursday when he ascend- 
ed to the bench, glanced meaning- 
ly at the clock, rapped for order 
and cleared his throat in the most 
approved judicial style. 

“I desire the court and its attend- 
ants to know,” said the Warrenton 
jurist, “that I have always been par- 
ticularly severe upon those who are 
late at court and those who fail to 
attend sessions. My general rule— 
I have followed it as rigidly as pos- 
sible since becoming a judge—is to 
fine every party, witness, lawyer 
or juror in a case One dollar for 
every minute he misses from court.” 

The judge paused fo add omPheeh: 
to his words. 

“Today I find that a court siete, 
cipal has been tardy exactly one 
minute as testified to by naval ob- 
servatory time. That man is my- 
self. I accept the qualification of 
naval observatory time as a wit- 
ness and cannot accept my excuse 
for being late as a reasonable one. 

“For that reason, I fine myself 
the sum of one dollar. Mr, Clerk 
you will see that I pay the amount 
of the fine before I leave the court 
room.”

Harding-Hoover unemployment con- 
ference came to an uneventful and 
wholly uneffective end today very 
much as did the Wilson labor-capi- 
tal conference last year, and for 
the same outstanding reasons, the 
failure to reconcile divergent views 
of distinctive groups among the 
conferees. The ‘split of the manu- 
facturing and labor interests repre- 
sented brought about the final clash, 
the same old story of labor and 
capital being unable te work to- 
gether in harmony. 

The only report acted upon by the 
conference as a whoie was that of 
the advisory committee submitted 
several days ago which report placed 
the burden of solving the jobless 
problem upon the states and munic- 
ipalities concerned. 

The majority manufacturers’ com- 
mittee report was signed by Chair- 
man Campbell, William M. Butler, of 
Boston; T. HE.

WAITS ON FORMAL 
MAKING OF PEACE 


Washington, October 13.—Action 
in the Debs case still awaits the 
final ratification and exchange of 
peace treaties between the United 
States and the central powers. 

The government’s course in this 
matter, it was stated both at the 
white house and department of jus- 
tice Thursday, remains the same 
as it has been repeatedly announced 
before. New reports that Attorney- 
General Daugherty had tendered a 
pardon to Debs were positively de- 
hied at the justice department. 
While Daugherty was not in the 
city, it was stated by his assist- 
ants that the final recommendations 
in the Debs case have not yet been 
laid before President Harding. 
Daugherty and the president have 
discussed the recommendations, it 
was stated, but there would be no 
final action until peace had been 
definitely restored.

Following the sudden adjourn- 
ment Thursday of the main confer- 
ence after its brief morning session, 
two subcommittees met during the 
afternoon to discuss the truce. The 
greater controversial points there- 
fore remain untouched. 
One subcommittee has already 
laid before the main body its report 
on the alleged violations of the 
truce which, the government claims, 
are jeopardizing the cause of peace. 
Certain remedies are proposed in 
this report, but there is a wide di- 
vergence of views on the issue, each 
side blaming the other. 

Blame “Black and Tans.” 

The Sinn Fein delegates refuse 
utterly to accept the responsibility 
for the recent outbreakers, declar- 
ing that the black and tan forces 
are equally guilty. 

After the hurried morning session 
the report was circulated that a 
hitch had arisen in the vroceedings, 
although the difference of opinion 
was said to be insufficient’ to 
threaten a rupture. Accordingly, in 
a further attempt to clear up the 
argument, and to settle other ques- 
tions of minor importance that have 
arisen relating to the conference 
procedure, a meeting of the two 
subcommittees was called. The final 
agreement, if one is reached, will be 
placed before the conference Friday 
morning for approal of the full 
body, 

In addition to the truce prob- 
lems, the subcommittees are under- 
stood to have discussed the ques- 
tion of the interned soldiers of the 
Irish republican:army. The Sinn 
Fein leaders are not insistent upon 
their immediate release, but are de- 
manding better treatment for the 
prisoners. 

Charge Ill Treatment. 

It is charged that conditions in 
some of the internment camps and: 
prisons are intolerable, that men 
are often locked in huts for four- 
teen hours at a stretch, and that 
their health is constantly endan- 
gered. 

There was another great demon- 
stration at Downing street when the 
Sinn Fein delegates arrived for 
Thursday's session. Eventually the 
enthusiasm and numbers of the 
‘crewn grew to such proportions 
that the police were forced to dis- 
perse them. There was no trouble, 
however, the mob good-naturedly 
breaking away as the Bobbies forced 
them to scatter.

STATE RIGHTS WIN 
IN RAILWAY MEET 


Utilities Commissioners 
Also Discuss Problem of 


Auto Transportation in 
United States. 


Adoption of a resolution requesing 
congress to amend the transporta- 
tion act of 1920 so as to recognize 
the rights of states to regulate in- 
trastate freight rates, after the res- 
olution, as originally introduced at 
Thursday morning’s session, had 
been revised by the committee on 
legislation, was an important item 
transacted at the afternoon session 
Thursday of the convention of the 
National Asso¢iation of Railroad 
and Utilities Commissioners. Upon 
its introduction at the early session, 
delegates debated on its passage for 
more than an hour, and it was final- 
ly referred to the committee which 
harmonized -the differenecs which 
had prevented an agreement. 

Another action Thursday was the 


adoption of a resolution requesting 
the railroads of the country to ex- 


tend a nation-wide rate of 1 cent 
a mile, heretofore granted by cer- 
tain carriers, for the American Le- 
gion convention to be held in Kan- 
sas City. Under the rules, the reso- 
lution should have been referred to 
the executive committee, but upon 
motion, the rules were suspended 
and the adoption was by a unani- 
mous vote. 

The resolution asking an amend- 
ment of the transportation act 
which would “make clear and abso- 
lute the right of the states to regu- 
late rates and service applicable to 
intrastate transportation,” was in- 
troduced by Charles Webster, of the 
Ohio commission, chairman of the 
legislation committee, 

The second round table confereneé, 
held Thursday, was devoted to a 
discussion of automobile transporta- 
tion—by omnibus and jitney.

Consider Proposal to 
Slash Freight Rates as 
Rail Pay Drops.

Chicago, October 13.—A proposal 
to meet all future reductions in the 
wages of railroad employees with 
corresponding decreases in railroad 
freight rates Is to be presented to 
the Association £ Railway Execu- 
tives at its meeting here tomorrow, 
it was announced tonight. 

The proposition is to be submitted 
by a special committee of rafiroad 
officials which last week conferred 
with government officials at Wash- 
ington, it. was state * 

This announcement was made by 
a railroad official here for the con- 
ference. He stated that the com- 
mittee had prepared a report em- 
bodying the plan. 

The proposition to pass all future 
decreases in operating costs along 
to the public, it was stated, was in 
line with the policy of the railroads 
to make freight rate reductions and 
at the same time aliow the railroads 
to operate at a profit. Freight 
rate reductions are impossible s0 
long as operating costes remain un- 


Faced Deficit. 

The railroads emerged from the 
war facing a huge deficit, he said. 
The 6 per cent profit provided for 
by the transportgtion act failed to 
bring any material relief because of 
the decrease in business, and had 
the railroad labor board not auflor- 
ized a reduction of wages effective 
July 1, many railroads would have 
been bankrupt before the end of the 
year, he said.

Senator Declares He Will 
See That Fair Play Is 
Accorded the Imperial 


Wizard.

Washington, October 13.—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—Several 
dramatic incidents marked the Ku 
Klux Klan hearing before the house 
rules committee today, outstanding 
among them being first the sud- 
dén appearance of Senator Thomas 
E. Watson, of Goorgia, who walked 
briskly to tbe rostrum and shook 
the hand of Colonel Simmons, who 
was testifying, and subsequently 
made a statement; and second, the 
collapse of Colonel Simmons, who 
sank to his knees from weakness 
and exhaustion, after several hours 
of direct and cross-examination. 

Senator Watson appeared at the 
investigation to assure Colonel Sim- 
mong, a constituent, that he intended 
to see that he received fair treat- 
ment while his organization volun- 
tarily submitted tg congressional 
investigation. The published state- 
ments in several afternoon, papers 
today to the effect that Senator 
Watson in grasping Colonel Sim- 
mons’ hand, “whispered something 
into the imperial wizard’s ear,” is 
without foundation. The senator's 
words to Simmons were these: “1 
am here,” and he spoke so as to 
be heard by all within twenty feet 
around him.

“Mr. Chairman: I am a senator 
from the state of Georgia; this wit- 
ness, Colonel) Simmons, is my con- 
stituent. I have come here to as- 
sure him that it is my purpose to 
seo that-his organization received 
fair treatment at this investiga- 
tion, to which Colonel Simmons yol- 
untarily submitted. 

"I desire to ask the witness a 
question.”

“We cannot permit outsiders to 
ask questions.” 

Senator Watson A by say- 
ing. “I am no ontsider. I am a 
member of the congress—a senator 
from the state of Georgia, and I 
demand the right to ask this con- 
stituent of mine a question in re- 
gard to high salaries authorized 

y congress.” 

Therfupon the chairman mit- 
ted Senator Watson to ask Colonel 
Simmons this question: 

Purpose of Query. 

“T want to ask this witness, 
whose order I do not belong, but 
which -I propose to defend, {ff he 
does not know that congress is cre- 
ating dozens of offices and employ- 
ing officers at $15,000 and $35,000 
salary, all of which comes out of 
the pockets of the taxpayers.” 

Senator Watson’s question was for 
the purpose of showing that the 
salaries paid high officials of the 
klan were not out of proportion to 
those retainers paid attorneys of 
the shipping board for services to 
be rendered at a future date, and 
for many other special federa] em- 
ployees authorized from time to 
time by eongress, or employed by 
department heads without congres- 
sional authorization. 

The Watson incident occurred at 
noon, shortly before the luncheon 
recess.

Popular opinion has {t that some 
arrangement should be consummat- 
ed whereby the condition of the 
weather and not the calendar should 
set the date when the power com- 
pany would turn on the steam heat 
it affords. It is believed that if 
such an arrangement could be af- 
fected, much suffering in office 
buildings on account of employees 
being. furnished with 
heat could be avoided. During the 
past ten days, for instance, there 
have been many complaints from 


tenants of office buildings and mu- 
nicipal buildings on this score. 


Officials of the power company 
seem entirely disposed to meet the 
public’s wishes in the matter and 
it is believed that if their patrons 


wish it, a new arrangement can be 
made by next fall. 

Preston 8S. Arkwright, president of 
he power corporation, said Thurs- 
day that the pppular demand, and 
not really the calendar, is the thing 
that causes the heat to be turned 
on. He further stated that Novem- 
ber 1 had been found to be the usual 
time when heat was found necessary 
and that the contracts were accord- 
ingly written in that fashion. 

“Tf the majority of the people who 
purchase heat from the company 
desired it, the heat would be turned 
on October 1” he said, “or October 
15. And we have provided heat when 
the deman’! merited it, Despite the 
fact that by contract we are not 
bound to do so until November 1, 
the date which has been chosen as 
the day for beginning the heat serv- 
ice—a fact known to those who sign 
the heat contracts.” 

The rate fixed by the company’s 
eontract this year is $2 per 1.000 
pounds for the first 10,000 pounde 
of condensed steam per month. After 
this the rate is graduated to $1 per 
1,000 pounds for all over 100,000 
pounds. 

Mr. Arkwright stated Thursday 
night that there are 315 subscribers 
to the heat furnished hy the com- 
pany, and that only 125 had acreed 
to the heat be!lng turned on up to 
Thursdav nigh*. The action was 
taken after twenty applications had 
been received, he eaid.

“(b) Such refund shall be paid as 
follows: .

that construction of this addition 
to Grady ‘hospital, to be known as 
the “Albert Steiner ward,” will be 
under way early in 1922. The little op- 
position to the provisions requested 
by the trustees disappeared a6 soon 
as it was made known that the will 
of Mr. Steiner contained such a pro- 
viso. - 

A nationally-known expert. will 
be employed to take charge of this 
cancer ward at Grady, which witt 
make Grady the first hospital south 
of Baltimore to be completely 
equipped for the treatment of can- 
cer. The building is estimated to 
cost about $100,000. and it will be 
equipped with modern radium and 
X-ray furnishings at a cost of 
about $150,000. The operation 
and maintenance of the ward will 
come from the income of the balance 
of the Steiner fund and the proceeds 
from patients who will pay for diag- 
nosis or treatment. The city of At- 
lanta will furnish nurses, food. heat, 
light, water and the necessary jani-.

Vagrancy a Leading Canse. 


“Without suggesting that it fs 
the sole cause, I do believe and sug- 
gest that one cause is vagrancy. 
Men who work are not apt to rob 
and murder. There may bé men who 


are honest and want work and can’t! 
get work. I don’t know; but i do; 
know that this sort of people arc! 
not hanging around places where, 
gambiing ia in progress, and where 
erjme is being hatched, and which { 
are cleafing houses for peddlers of ; 
iiquor and morphine. i 

“I have watched the enforcement |} 
of the vagrancy laws for many i 
years, and I have noted this phe-'! 
nomenon, that, at periodical inter- 
vals, say about once every 
months, we are informed by big: 
headlines that all vagrants are toi 
be rounded up. Then we ate tecld 
that it happens. The trouble fs that 
this is sporadic. There is no BYS- | 
tematic and persistent arrest of 
vagabonds. This is a subject well 
worth reflection. For if all vagrants 
are put to work, it is obliged to re- 
sult that a good many criminais wilt 
be withdrawn from the practice of 
their profession. 

Spasmeodic Law Enforcement. 

“The spasmodic. enforcement of 
law isn’t worth a cent. The lews 
of the state are not much respect- 
ed, and the reason is that they are 
not much enforced. Let me give 
an example. Some six weeks ago, 
it was announced with a great 
fiourish of trumpets that the peo- 
ple and the government of the city 
had rea.ized the frightful holocausts 
that come from disregard of the 
automobile laws, and fallure io en- 
force them, and that a vigorous 
campaign was to be inaugurated.

~ FARM BUREAU MEET 


One of the speakers at the third 
annual convention of the Ameri- 
can Farm buredu here November 
21-23, will be Bernard M. Baruch, 
who, during the war, was chairman 
of the war industries board, and 
who at the peace conference wag 
economic advisor of the American 
peace commission. He is chairman 
of the raw materials division of 
he supreme economic councii. 

Mr. Baruch has taken a deep itn- 
terest in agricultural affairs, par- 
ticularly marketing and credit. He 
Was one of the first of the lead- 
ing business men to realize that 
the cotton grower must be ade- 
quately financed. 

Before the increase in cotton 
prices alleviated the business strin- 
gency in the south last summer, 
Mr. Baruch made an appeal for ag- 
riculture, declaring there was a 
lower standard of living among the 
cotten farmers of the south than 
in any other industry in the 
country, 

“Investigation proves that while 
there is some overstatement of 
grievances and misconception of 
remedies, the farmers are right in 
complaining of wrongs long en- 
dured, and right in holding that it 
is feasible to relieve their ills with 
benefit to the rest of the commu- 
nity,” said Mr, Baruch. “This be- 
ing the case of an industry that 
contributes in raw material form 
alone about one-third of the nation- 
al annual wealth production and is 
the means of about 49 per cent of 
the population, it !s obvious that 
the subject is one of grave con- 
cern, Not. only do the farmers 
make up one-half of the nation, 
but the well-being of the other half 
depends upon them. 

“The difference between what the 
farmer receives and what the con- 
sumer pays often exceeds all possi- 
bility of justification. To cite a 
Single illustration. Last year, ac- 
cording to figures attested by the 
railway and the growers, Georgia 
watermelon raisers received on the 
average 7.5 cents for a melon, the 
railroads got 12.7 cents for carry- 
ing it to Baltimore, and the con-

sumer paid one dollar, leaving 79.54 


cents for the service of marketing 
and {ts risks as against 20.2 cents 
for growing and transporting. The 
hard annals of farm life are replete 
with such commentaries on the 
crudeness of present practices. 

“TI have met many of the leaders 
of the new farm movement and I 
testify, in all: sincerity, that they 
are endeavoring to deal with their 
problems not as promoters of a nar- 
row class interest, not as expiolt- 
ers of the hapless consumer, not as 
merciless monopolists, but as hon- 
est men bent on the improvement 
of the common weal. 

“We can and must meet such men 
and such a cause half way. Their 
business is our business—the na- 
tion’s business.”

He said that the plan 
calls for a “department store day” 
out of each month, on which day a 
farmer can come to town and buy 
goods at a respectable price. On 
that day the city, or town, mer- 
chant sells his goods at cost ora 
little above or below cost. “In four 
years the retail business of Neosho 
increased 59 per cent by that plan, 
and it has increased much more 
since then,” he stated. 

According to this plan, as ex- 
plained by Mr. Keand, the farmer 
can come to town on special days 
and auction off his house, land, cat- 
tle or other materials, and as a re- 
sult, there is co-operative trading 
and financial success for everybody 
in that region. 

le also said that a merchant can 
not advertise goods which another 
merchant has, and that all advertis- 
ing gives the sale price and not the 
discount price. He declared that 70 
towns in the United States are suc- 
cessfully following the Neosho plan. | 

At the beginning of his speech, 
Mr. Keand praised the convention

In Urging the Government 


To Push the Forest Roads 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON 


Washington, October 13.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The provision for the fed- 
eral aid road fund of $75,000,000 for 
the ensuing year renews interest 
in the building of paved highways 
through the government forest 
boundaries, in which Georgia is 
keenly interested. 

There is a strong movement be- 
ginning for the establishment of a 
great national park in the scenic 
lands of the southeast. 

The national parks in the west, 
within the range of the Rockies, 
and in the mountains of the Paci- 
fle slope, are internationally 
known playgrounds. 

Hundreds of thousands of people 
visit the Yellowstone, Yosemite, 
Glacier and other reservatons each 
year. They have served not only 
the seekers for health and recre- 
ation, but they have been potential 
factors in the commercial, agricul- 
tural and horticultural develop- 
ment of millions of acres of west- 
ern lands. They have _ attracted 
first the tourist and then the home- 
seeker. ; 

And the people of the south have 
justly felt a government negiect 
in the development of the national 
forests of the east; and especally 
those in the rare beauty spots of 
the southern highlands. 

The government owns and 
gradually enlarging, one’ of 
most beautiful reservations 
America~—~in the mountains 
North Georgia. 

In that reservation are some of 
the most beautiful niountains, val- 
leys, brooks, rivers, glaciers, 
springs, woodlands—and the second 
highest waterfall in America. 

Why not a National park in Geor- 
gia? 

But that is another story that it 
is my purpose to tell in a full and 
illustrated, and perhaps, in a most 
practical way, in the near future.

Government Alone 
Should Build Them. 


Under the rules promulgated by 
the secretary of agriculture, he has 
in the past required the states and 
counties to pay 59 per cent of the 
cost of building forest roads. This 
seems such an unjust thing there 
can be no excuse for it. 

The farmers along the public 
roads might with the same grace 
ask the state and county to pay 
half the cost of building their farm 
roads and lanes, even with more 
Brace, because they pay taxes frum 
which the roads are built. while 
the government pays no taxes on 
these forest lands ‘and yet asks 
the taxpayers of the state to pay 
all the cost of builidng the roads 
outside the forests and half the 
cost of their forest roads. 

The government, paying no tax- 
es, should at least pay all the cost 
of bullding and maintaining the 
roads and trails within the forests, 
both those for the development of 
their lands and those for the pub- 
lic use. : 

The government has adopted the 
policy of inducing the states to 
build as rapidly as possible their 
main roads and to do this and also 
to induce them to build those roads 
that will make completed and con- 
n-cted systems, the government has 
Ziven money in_ the form of 
aid to the states in building post 
roads. 

If the government wants the tax- 
payers of the states to buiid the 
roads through and along their 
farms, the government should be 
willing to build the roads through 
and along its farms (the national 
forests) as rapidly. 

There is approximately $1,000,000,- 
000 per year being invested in pub- 
lic highways by the government, 
States, counties and other civil sub- 
divisions of the states. 

The total cost of building the 2,- 
200,000 miles of public roads in the 
United States is estimated to be 
about $15,500,000,000 and they are 
probably about one-third built now, 
making it necessary to expend 
about $10,000,000,000 more to com- 
plete the entire system. 

If the public roads through the 
national forests are built as rapid- 
ly it will take $8,000,000 per year 
for ten years, ig the estimated cost 
is approximately correct, which may 
be doubted when we consider the 
mileage of 13,870 miles of state and 
county roads, and the construction

Before a large audience at the 
meeting of Atlanta chapter, United 
Daughters of the Confeueracy, 
Thursday, Van Astor Bachelor gave 
an instructive as well as forcefu) 
address, his subject being “The 
Passing of the Oid Executive Man- 
sion.”

Speaking of the brilliant men who 
have occupied the mansion, Mr. 
Bachelor said that every governor 
between 15872 and 1902 had given 
distinctive service to the confed- 
eracy.. The brilliant array of Geor- 
Sians -Ahosen as chief executives of 
the state, who had occupied the old 
mansion, were men who have given

Sew York, N. Y., October 13.— 
in the most dramatic finish ever 
staged the New York Giants won 
the championship of the worid and 
won it leaving the Yankees with an 
even claim for the championship of 
gameness, 


The Giants won, because the 
break favored them, ahd the Yan- 
keeh Tost because they failed, in 
the pinches, to make good the 
chances they had, 

When the stery of this world’s 
series is told the hero, or the vil- 
lain, will be Ollie Chill, the um- 
pire, tor it was the calling of one 
strike—or one ball—whichever it 
. Was, that decided the game and in 
effect, decided the ‘series. 

Cenuter of Argument. 

That strike, or ball, whichever it 
was, Will be the center of argu- 
ment froin now to the end of time. 
It is well to tell at this stage, 
what it looked like. It was in 
the first inning, in which Waite 
Hoyt, the hero of this series no 
matter what happened, was pitch- 
ing stiffly and lacking control. His 
split finger was handicappin his 
control and he was a bit wild. He 
pitched a ball which was either a 
third strike or a fourth ball. 

To me it looked as if the ball 
failed to break properly and just 
missed the corner of the plate. Um- 
pire Chill called it a ball and as 
there was a runner on first it 
forced him down to second, and 
vey fe after scolding the umpire, 
and plainly upsetting himself, pitch- 
ed to Kelly who whanged a hit 
through short. The ball was hard 
hit and Peck might have handled it 
but failed and the first run went 
home. . 

Then the two pitchers, both of 
whom doped to be hit rather hard, 
gettled down to the task and en- 
gaged in one of the greatest duels 
ever seen. . 


Giants Have Many Chances. 


Three times the Giants had won- 
derful chances to increase. their ma- 
jority; twice the Yankees forced 
men along the base paths until a 
hit would have overset the ecore 
and changed the entire complexion 
of the series. 

It ‘was a game and brilliant exhi- 
bition, with the Yankees showing 
less brainwork and less skill. They 
were trying to crush through the de- 
fense by a system of surprise at- 
tacks. They tried every conceiv- 
able plan of breaking the Giant de- 
fense but they failed, because Nehf 
pitched immaculately in the pinches, 
and when he needed aid he got it. 

The ninth came on with the score 

1 to @, and with the score evidently 
set. There was a roar when the 
Yankees, beaten and desperate, sent 
Babe Ruth, their cripple hero, to 
bat. 
There wil] be arguments as to the 
advisability of sending Ruth up to 
hit. as he was crippled, unable to 
swing well at low balls and forbid- 
den by his physician to try to play. 
But for the moral effect and the 
dramatic climax it was not only 
tq showmanship but good base- 
ball. 

The effort to upset Nehf by that 
piece of strategy failed entirely, for 
he pitched to uth as if he were 
a minor leaguer and disposed of 
him. But the effect was not lost, 
for Nehf unsettled a bit by pitch- 
ing to Ruth, tried too hard in work- 
ing against Ward and passed him, 
4 brought Frank Baker to bat, 
and in such a situation Baker is 
a most dangerous hitter. 

The series settled down then to 
a «duel between batter and pitcher. 
Baker took one full. swing at a ball 
which cut the plate, and to the sur- 
prise of the big crowd his strike

He 
did not figure to hit much, to play 
much, or to do anything excepting 
to play second base. 

This ball wag one which the great- 
est of second basemen would have 
had trouble in handling, but Rawi- 
ings—plain ball player—rushed at 
it, -pounced upon it with the deter- 
mination of a bulldog, held on and 
falling over the ball shot it to Kelly 
and retired the batter, cutting off 
what might have been a base hit 
which would sore See series.

The base runner had whirled 
around second and Was shooting to- 
wards third at top speed when Kelly 
grabbed the ball. Kelly hag been 
the goat of this series, a2 man who 
has been helpless before the right- 
handed pitchers, and who had failed 
again and again, but in this crisis 
of the game he saw the runner g0- 
ing to third and with a whiplash 
throw he cut the ball across to 
Frisch. The Fordham Plash grabbed 
the ball and dived desperately up 
the line, collided with the runner, 
clung to the ball and the world se- 
ries of 1924 closed in a cloud of dust 
after the most dramatic finish ever 
known in the sport. 

It was a pitchers’ battle all the 
way, in spite of the fact that the 
dope indicated that both Nehf and 
Hoyt would be hit hard. The two 
tired, but game, twirlers, one crip- 
pled, pitched as well in the final as 
they had done in their other meet- 
ings, Hoyt was slow in getting 
into perfect form, and there were 
times when Nehf, striving to save 
himself, took too many chances and 
got- himself into trouble which it 
required all hig strength and cun- 
ning to get out of.

The Yankees were beaten in that 
final game because their attempts 
at outguessing the Giants went 
wrong, They tried everything, hit- 
ting with two balls and no strikes, 
hitting with three balls and one 
strike. But they could not hit 


safely. 

The Giants had about as many 
chances to score, and twice had 
runners on third with one out, and 
they too failed, so that. save that 
one called ball all was equal. 

The victory of the Giants wae the 
greatest vindication the dope ever 
has had. It doped that the Giants 
would win, but the dope did not | 
indicate that the pitchers would.be 
nearly as effective as they were. 
In fact the Giants doped to win 
by a large majority which fs not 
a knoek on the dope but a tribute 
to Hoyt, who, with a crippled arm 
and a torn finger, pitched magnifi- 
cently, pitched to the last ditchand 
was beaten only because the bréaks 
of the game ran against him.

Originally planned to give 
the squad an extensive workout on 
the Georgetown university gridiron, 
the late arrival of the Georgians 
knocked this in the head, and after 
a few stunts the lads were set free 
to drift wherever they chose. 

While the number of camp follow- 
ers is a bit disappointing, the dele- 
gation is certain to be heard from.

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Pale Refecus Checks Murderers

Yanks Abandon Tactics That Win

New York, October 13.—Take any 
enterprising young murderer, with 
his heart in the homicide business, 
throw him into association with a 
reformer and watch something hap- 
pen to either of two persons—tfirst, 
the young murderer; or second, the 
reformer. 

The New York Yankees made a 
success in the American league this 
year because they had on the staff 
a coterie of young and beefy direct- 
actionists, operating under the name 
and style of murderers’ row, and 
highly competent assassins . they 
were in their way—given to the 
cruder forms of killing, such as 
the home-run, and the triple, usually 
administered in clusters. 

They went into a world’s series 
‘against John McGraw’s reform 
group, which features three _  in- 
spired young zealots, named, re- 
spectively, Shufflin’ Phil Douglas, 
Art Nehf and Jess Barnes. 


Effects of Reform, 


The last day of the world’s geries 
showed the awful effects of reform 
on murderers’ row. They were mur- 
Gerers no longer. They were just 
ball players, playing strategy out 
of the manual, their old, slugging, 
slaughtering ways forgot. 

They were trying to win on pitch- 
ing alone, like a successful axe- 
murderer turning to such subtie 
tools as the poisoned needle, Orient- 
al incense or mental suggestion. 
They were pathetic as, in the last 
half of the ninth inning of the final 
game, Thursday, just one run behind 
the Giants, they threw off the thrall! 
of virtue, giving way too late to 
their primal clubbing instinct only 
to find their old skill atrophied and 
themselves collectively impotent to 
tle the score. 

Imagine John D. Rockefeller 
thrown off a street car for lack of 
a nickel to pay his fare; imagine 
Pavilowa fired from a peripatetic 
girl-show in Mound City, IL, for 
sprawling flat in the summer girl 
number; imagine a congressman 
stricken speechless in the presence 
of the home folks in the old town 
hall; imagine— 

Imagine the New York Yankees 
finally losing a world’s series, their 
first world’s series in the nineteen 
years of the club’s existence, be- 
cause Babe Ruth, Home-run Baker, 
Erin Ward and Wallie Schang, a 
home-run batter, every man, col- 
lectively couid not drive in one run 
to tie the score and another to win 
the game. 


Mighty Babe Goes Down. 


Oh, they tried. Babe Ruth, the 
Sreatest showman in the game, if 
not the greatest player in baseball, 
went down leading the attack, 
swinging his old war club, there 
was a huge moment of absolute 
quiet, disturbed only by the crackle 
of peanut husks on the concrete 
steps as people paused on their way 
out and turned to watch the last 
moment of the Yanks’ first world’s 
Series. Something was happening 
on the Yankee bench. You could 
hear a2 man tearing up his score- 
card in the centerfield bleachers. 
It was Wallie Pipp’s turn to. hit. 
Pipp was suffering from the gen- 
eral reform. He made one hit in 
three times up. It was a great spot 
for an unregenerate assassin. 

Then out walked Babe Ruth, sick 
and crippled clutching his club 
with his right hand. His left arm 
flapped at his side, wrapped in a 
big bundle with surgeon’s gauze. 
Where the bandage left off you 
could see that his arm was awol- 
len to almost twice its normal size, 
and it was of a blue color from 
blood poisoning. 

Art Nehf fea him @ hook that 
clipped the corner of the plate. 
Babe swung. It was like a mor- 
tally wounded bear making a dy- 
ing pass ata boy woodsman. Foul. 
Strike two hummed up the lane 
and flopped into Frank Snyder’s 
huge pad, unmolested. Ball one 
was called. Too léw and inside. 
Art Nehf, the bow woodsman, 
looked over his wounded bear, and 
decided there was no longer any- 
thing to be afraid of. 

No Need For Pass. 

No need to pass the great Babe 
Ruth now. Another time he might 
have sailed up four § intentional 
pitch-outs. But now he unkinked 
himself and flung a true fast ball 
Straight across the plate. . Swing- 
ing with all the power of his right 
arm but with only perfunctory as- 
sistance from the crippled left, the 
Bam whacked the ball, hooked it 
far over toward the right foul line 
and set out, limping, for first base. 
But George Kelly, playing 
back of first, had scooped 
bounder and was on the bag for 
a put-out in three of the most un- 
gainly strides in organized base- 
ball. The Babe wheeled and 
turned hack to the Yankee dugout, 
glancing at the ground, apparently 
not hearing a tumult of tribute 
more personal than any that ever 
greeted him as he rounded:the pan 
after his prodigious freats of smasn- 
ing, during the summer. 

Erin Ward stepped up and 
worked out a walk. This was more 
of the handbook baseball that the 
Yanks have been practicing. It 
may have been the thing to do but 
t wasn’t what you'd expect trom 
a qualified member of murderer’s 


row. 

But It put Ward on first. Frank 
Baker—the Home Run Baker of the 
old Athletics who got his name by 
delivering in a world’s series pinch 
like this—went up to the plate 
again. The ticking of your watch 
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became the rattle of a senile fliv- 
ver against the silence of the 
stands. 

A fat and famous author sitting 
in the press coop nervously jiggled 
his knees and said it couldn’t hap- 

en. 

r “He can’t do it,” said the famous 
story-writer. “I could make him 
do it in fiction but he can’t do it 
here. Things don’t happen. that 
way.” 

Amazing Events. 

No, they don’t happen. The next 
instant, after an amazing flash of 
events on the infield, the world’s 
series of 1921 was over, the Giants 
were whooping away. toward the 
clubhouse, the Yanks were cluster: 
ed about their dugout, John Mc- 
Graw was making royal progress 
across the field surrounded by a 
protecting circle of policemen,« the 
25,000 people who saw the finish 
were spreading like a dark flood 


across the grass. Baker had hit 
into a double play. 

Johnny Rawlings, knocked off his | 
feet by the weight of Baker's 
drive, had thrown to Kelly at first 
and Kelly had thrown to Frisch 
at third who went down in a bun- 
dle making the final putout on 
Erin Ward as the Yankee’s second 
baseman hurled himself at the 
cushion. ' 

Murder’s row started out to mur- 
der the evangelical trio of Douglas, 
Nehf and Barnes, Douglas and 
mauled in the first game. Although 
Carl Mays’ pitching was, in a great 
measure responsible for that Yankee 
victory, still it was hitting that put 
over the three runs that won behind 
him. Waite Hoyt pitched a Mathew- 
gon game in the second contest, but 
hitting sent across the runs for the 
Yanks. and Art Nehf’s reform work 
was Blichtly set back.
